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Volume of contact with DIA through Mr. [| STAT 
hag been slight over the past few yeare. This has 
bewn the repult of requirerments being levied by DIA 
wpon military lnveatigative organisations, particu- 
latly the Ofice of Special Investigations of the 
Departmest of Air Farce and ADSI, Department of 
the Army. In such cases normal counter-intelligence 
ligigen with those military organisations serves as 
the veblale for SRS participation tn inquiries of DIA 
tederegt. In two cases within the past year inferma- 
tien about military personnel which was provided 
te AGSI/DA bas been forwarded ta DIA with the 
pelor ewacurrence of this Steff, when it was learned 
that the military persennel involved were under DIA 
coromaad juriediction.
